GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



The horses raced in the name of L. S. Thompson this year have been sent into winter quarters with 
the record of having won collectively more thau the aggregate of $100,000. Not since 1910 has any Ameri- 
can stable won as much. Of the horses couqiosiiig the stable only Bromo was actually the property of Mr. 
Thompson, the others belonging to II. I*. Whitney. Bromo won $7,336, which, deducted from the stable’s 
total, leaves the sum of $90,770 as the winnings of the Whitney horses for the year 1915. The evergreen 
eld gelding, Borrow, heads the stable in money won, as also he does the horses of the year at large, and, 
bis age considered, preserved the sfieed of his younger days to a remarkable degree. At even weights it is 
probable that of all the horses of the j*ear in racing, only Roamer was capable of taking his measure, al- 
t bough it is not impossible that his splendid stablematc. Regret, might be able to vanquish them both at 
weight for age. In two-year-olds the stable was exceedingly strong with such line specimens as Dominant, 
Thunderer. Bromo, Regina. .Slipshod aud Chicle standing out with tiie promise of composing a great three- 
year-old division in the racing of 1910. To these will then Ik* added the reputed crack of the stable, Emden, 
end the English colt, Clapperblll. which for anything any one knows, may have been absolutely the best 
two-year-old in England this year. People in this country have not as yet seen Hannon icon in anything 
like his form in England. That pleasure may be in store for next year. In the meantime here is the rec- 
ord of the leading American stable of the menioralile year 1915:

After fighting nearly all night Monday and Tues- 
day forenoon, there was a lull at Agua Prieta, hut 
a late dispatch froui Douglas. Ariz.. says the cou- 
uict was renewed in the afternoon of yesterday, the 
dispatches from there saying: Sharp machine-gun 

fire liegan after noon. The Villa gunners were 
sweeping the center of Agua Prieta front |»ositioiis 
ou the east. Maj. James A. Ryan, Thirteenth 
cavalry, received a report tiiat thirty-five women 
aud children had been killed in Agua Prieta, ami 
thirty-live w«mien and children wounded. After 
lour desperate attacks ou Agua Prieta, which kept 
the Carranza defense* blazing practically all night 
with Mashing guns and bursting shells. Gen. Fran- 
cisco Villa drew off shortly after daylight today. 
Gen. I*. Elias Callcs. commanding the Carranza 
garrison. retained the Villa forces in retreat, hut at 
J’:3t» his big Sehneider-Ganet guns reoiieued a bom- 
bardment on the Mexican town opposite. Losses of 
. :*» Carranza garrison were reported by General Cal- 
les as forty-live killed and seventy-five wounded, 
although unofficial reports stated his casualties were 
280. Villa's dead and wounded in large numbers 
strewed the d«*sert around the barbed -wire barri- 
cades of the Mexican town. The liattle continued 
liractically without intermission from 1:45 Monday 
afternoon until six this morning. At three o’clock, 
when Villa lauiiched his first attack, aud the com- 
bined tire of rillcs. machine guns and cannon, it 
probably surpassed iu violence the din of any previ- 
ous Mexican liattle. American army officers iu the 
trenches facing the lsirder declared it was the worst 
they had over heard. Villa o|H*ned 011 the western 
ircnch<*s of Agua Prieta with every gun available 
in sup|M»rt of a final rush by his Yaqui Indians 
alnuit three o’clock. Calles replied with every 
wcajKin in his garrison. Douglas trembled under 
the vibrations of the continuous crashes and con- 
cussions. Bullets from the Mexican side rained 
U|M»n the American town, from the United States 
aruiv trenches at the border to |ioiiits a mile or more 
from the liue. Scores of women aud children, most 
of them hysterical and weeping. cowered behind 
I, lick or adobe wails. The I’uited States custom 
house, which was tired on by a Villa uiachitie gun 

{ da toon yesterday when Louis F. Taylor was shot 
u the back, was* again pc(»percd by Mexican bullets. 
Its roof and porches were |**rforated in many 
places. Tbe American trenches were plentifully 
sprinkled with bullets also. Among tbe wounded 
on the American side are: Private Harry Jones, 

company C. Eleventh infantry; hit while guarding 
a coni pan v wagon near the army field Hospital.

ach. 

Says a London cablegram of yesterday afternoon: 
In his address before tin* house of commons thi- 
afternoou Premier Asquith stated that Field Marshal 
Sir John French, commander of the British forces 
on the France Belgian front, was now in command 
of u«*arly 1 , 000.990 men. Tin* premier said he 
strongly |>eliev«*d the recruiting plan of the earl 
of Derby would sm-ceed and that compulsion would 
l#e unnecessary. Mr. Asquith said the total casual 
ties in France and Flanders amounted to 377.000. 
He asserted the Germans had not made a net gain of 
a Toot of ground since April. The premier accepted 
his full shure of responsibility for the first attack 
on the Dardanelles, which resulted in failure, with 
the loss of several capital ships. He said this at- 
tack was made after full investigation and consul- 
tation with naval ex|ierts aud that it was sanc- 
tioned by the government, notwithstanding some 
doubts in tbe mind of the government’s principal 
naval adviser The premier asserted the financial 
situation of Great Britain was serious aud that the 
nation must be prepared to make far greater saeri- 
ficest ban it hall yet done to enable it to sustain 
the burden imi»osed by the war. Mr. Asquith said 
there was full agreement In-tween Great Britain 
and France to maintaiu the iiulependene»* of Serbia 
and not let ber “lMMinne the prey of the sinister and 
nefarious combination of Germany. Austria and 
Bulgarii ” “How do we stand today?” asked tin* 
premier. * “In August of last year we were prepared 
t<» x,*ini jihr.tad six infantry and two ca\ali\ di- 
visions In the o|*eratk*ns des«ribed by Field Mar- 
shal French in his last dispatch lie had under his 
commandnot f*r short of 1.900.000 men. To these 
mu»" be added the in-ops at the Dardanelles, in

speedy discussion. The Frankfurter Zeitung issued 
Saturday devotes nearly an entire page to the new- 
imperial government laws for ameliorating fowl 
conditions. The various messages received recently 
regarding the distress in Germany owing to scar- 
city of fo.*l are borne out by Mme. Roland Holst, 
a Dutch socialist, w’bo has declared publicly that 
the extent of the need of the poorer classes in 
Germany is terrible. Mme. Holst says that food 
riots occur almost daily. Some have occurred in 
Berlin, especially in the suburbs, where women 
w-ait for hours, and sometimes all night, in 
front of shops where fat is sold, and yet tliousand- 
have to go home without being able to make pur- 
chases. Soon after the shops open the stocks are 
exhausted. Then frequently the women smash the 
dtors aud windows and from time to time some of 
them are arrested. The Vossische Zcitung’s Sofia 
eorres|Mindent says a meml»er of a German grain 
company has arrived at Sofia with the purpose of 
assuring an adequate iui]»ortation of Bulgarian 
grain. 

Of operations on the Russian front, the war office 
at Berlin said yesterdav: The German advance on 

Riga from the west has made further progress. 
In the Dvinsk region fierce fighting is under way. 
The Russians, undertaking a strong offensive move- 
ment. were repulsed with heavy losses. Army group 
of Field Marshal von Hindenburg: South of the 

Tukum-Rjga railway we made further gains. Be- 
fore Dvinsk fierce fighting continued yesterday. 
Strong Russian attacks were repulsed with severe 
losses. Tin* battles between Sw-enton and Islen 
lakes are still proceeding. Five hundred prisoners 
fell into our hands. Army group of prince I^eo- 
pold: The Russians attempted to halt our advance 

west of Uzartorysk by a counter attack on a wide 
front with dense masses of troops. They were 
driven back with heavy losses. At Sienikowc© the 
Russians sucoeeiled in temporarily penetrating po- 
sitons held by the troops of Gen. von Bothmer. We 
recaptured our trenches by a counter attack, and 
took more than 000 prisoners. The village of 
Sienikowee itself was for the greater part re- 
captured by storm early this morning after bitter 
fighting during the night and 2,000 more prisoners 
were taken. 

Two weeks of Bulgarian action in Serbia has 
brought alxnit a change in Roumanian public opinion 
which sixteen months of interventionist propaganda 
failed to do. M. Filqiesco, leader of the Roumanian 
conservatives is said by the Bucharest correspond- 
ent of the Uorriere della Seha, of Milan, Italy, to 
have declared in an interview. The Bulgarian con- 
duct, continued M. Fillpesco, has shown our people 
the danger which threatens them. Notwithstand- 
ing material difficulties the sentiment which caused 
interventionist manifestations is ail eloquent expres- 
sion of the will of the count rv, which does not want 
to allow itself to be stifled by Bulgarian and Hun- 
garians. The Omrierre della Seras correspondent 
expresses I li«> belief that rapid and successful ac- 
tion bv tin- allies in the Balkans cannot fail to bring 
about the entry of Roumania into the war on their 
side. 

A London dispatch of yesterday says: Russian 

relief for the Serbians is in Bulgaria today, and 
for the time lieing. heavy fighting will prevail 
arouud Varna, which the Russians occupied after 
a terrific l-omhardment by the fleet from the Black 
Sea. Turkish -Bulgarian forces are rushing to at- 
tack the invaders, who had hoj>ed to relieve Serbia, 
and. if possible, thwart the tiermau movement to 
Constantinople. Tbe Czar’s men. however, seem to 
be too late and tliev will have a task on their bands 
to retain their foothold in Bulgaria. Nish, erst- 
while capital of Serbia and the last remaining ob- 
stacle hi the path of the onrushing Teutons, is un- 
der heavy Bulgarian fire today and its fall is im- 
minent. 

The Anstro-Germans are preparing a new offensive 
against the Suez Canal, according to au Athens 
dispatch to the Rome Tribtina. The pa-er adds that 
the British have made gigantic preparations to 
meet such an eventuality. Among other tliiugs. they 
have Hooded the land along tlu- canal, leaving the 
fortifications just standing out of the water, the 
defenders being supplied with provisions by gun- 
boats. 

King George, liaok in London, was still better 
yesterdav. He passed a comfortable night aud had 
no fever. He is slowly recovering, his physicians 
reported, from the saking up he suffered when his 
horse fell with him near the British war front 
in Frame last week. Nevertheless, it was added, 
the king will be confined to his bed for some 
time. 

Extensive repairs are lieing made on the State 
street viaduct and the following changes in the 
movement of surface oars are to Im* iu effect during 
the continuance **f this work, begun yesterday morn 
ing: Through route No. 1 l Broadway -Cottage Grove » 

and through route No. 3 (Lincoln-Iudiana) south

Lake, State and Eighteenth streets. The regular 
State street cars south bound will travel west in 
Kinzie street, south in Dearborn and east in Lake 
to State street and tlienee south. North bound there 
will lie no change of route. 

Andrew Bonar Law, the unionist leader who now 
is minister of the colonies, in denying reports that 
political warfare in England is endangering im- 
perial solidarity, says: “The whole nation is ab- 

solutely united in its determination to carry this 
war to a successful termination. The onlv 'differ- 
ence of poinion among us is a* to whether the 
strength which ought to come from this materia] 
unity is being most efficiently used in the prosecu- 
tion of the w-ar.” 

That only two Chicago saloon licenses lapsed with 
the end of the last |K*riod was the statement of 
George F. Lohinan. acting cashier for City Collector 
Forsberg. He said lie was convinced that all had 
come in, but that the breweries’ applications had 
.vet to be checked up. so the totals would not lie 
known for a day or two. The licenses of Barney 
Grogan and the Cadillac Hotel were not renewed. 

A new Anglo-French expedition to the Balkans is 
anounced by the Berlin Tagehlatt. This newspaper 
publishes a telegram from Sofia, saying British and 
French transports, with troops, have appeared off 
Kavala. Greece. This port is on the north coast 
of the Aegean about twenty -miles west of the Bul- 
garian liorder and eighty miles northeast of Sa- 
lonika where the first allies’ expedition landed. 

In order to avoid the consumption of grain and 
potatoes the manufacture of alcohol and fodder 
from reindeer moss is being tried on an extensive 
scale iu northern Germany. Reindeer moss is plen- 
tiful in the arctic regions of Scandinavia, being tbe 
principal food of the reindeer during the winter. 
Several large shipments of the moss have been sent 
to Germany during the last two months. 

A dispatch to the London Star from Rotterdam 
says: “It is understood that General Sauberzweig. 

military governor of Brussels, generally believed 
responsible for the final refusal to grant the Ameri- 
can minister’s request for postponement of the exe- 
cution of Miss Edith Cavell. has been removed from 
office and a new governor appointed.” 

Fourteen jiersons. injured in a powder explosion a: 
Carney’s Point, N. J.. were taken to Wilmington 
hospitals yesterday. It is said others were injured 
but the numlier is not known. Details have not yet 
been received at Du Pont Powder company offices 
in Wilmington. 

From Vienna it is claimed that Austrian troops 
fighting in Russia took 142 officers and 30,000 men 
prisoners during Oetolier. On the Serbian front 
the captures numbeml 0,000 men and twenty officers. 
There whs also much booty on this frout. 

The new trans-Atlantic steamer Lafayette of the 
French Line has sailed from Bordeaux for New 
York on her maiden trip. The Lafayette carries 
about 2,000 passengers. She is C 90 feet long and 
her gross tonnage is 23,600. 

James W. Gerard, the American ambassador to 
Berlin, says there is no truth in the report that 
Germany has requested the American commission 
for the relief of Belgium to undertake similar work 
in Poland.

The veteran Green B. Morris, who was recently 
presented with the filly Rose Juliette bv horsemen 
friends at Laurel, will celebrate his seventy-eighth 
birthday in a few* days. 

At the annual thoroughbred yearling sales, which 
closed Buenos Aires Saturday, the horses dis- 
liosed of brought a total of $1,000,009. The highest 
price realized was $14,000. 

Among the Shoshone Stable horses at Belmont 
Park is a big chestnut two-year-old which looks ex- 
ceptionally promising. lie is aptly named Mustard, 
as he is by Golden Maxim — Bit of Spice. 

Trainers at Belmont Park are discussing the pnr- 
chase of Ballot for $15,000. The consensus of opin- 
ion is that Major McDowell has beeu fortunate in 
securing so good a horse for the price paid. 

The Middle Park Plate, run at Newmarket Eng- 
land, October 15. was of the value of $15 925 to the 
winner this year, and by winning Argos put his 
owner. L. Neumann, at the head of affairs in Emr- 
laud for the first time in his career as a turfman.

EXPECTS A FINE MEETING IN CUBA. 

New York. November 2. — The meeting of the 
Cuba- American Jockey Club at Oriental Park. Mari- 
anao, a suburb of Havana, which i* scheduled to 
open on December 10 and continue for eighty-two 
days, closing March 19, offers substantial induce- 
ments to owners of thoroughbreds to pass the winter 
months in Cuba.

H. D. Brown, who is the general manager, is at 
the notel Astor for a few days. When seen yes- 
terday he said:

ENGLISH YEARLINGS DOING WELL IN EAST. 

New York. November 2. — Trainer Jerry Carroll, 
who lias charge of tlw* horses of W. It. Coe’s Sho- 
shone Stable at Belmont Park, reimrts that the high- 
priced colt White Hackle, purchased from J. E. 
Madden last summer and which went amiss with a 
wrenched pastern shortly afterward, is now all 
right again and going soundly. He is being given 
slow work now and trainer Carroll says he ex- 
|M*ets g«»od things of him in lus three-year-old form. 
Jacoba. the handsome black daughter of Jack Atkin, 
purchased by the same stable after her brilliant 
stake victory in tlie Spina way at Saratoga. Is now 
looking remarkable well. The splendid lot of year- 
ling'- purchased for Mr. Coe by A. J. Joyner In 
England nave improved wonderfully in appearance 
since their arrival at Belmont Park. They were 
line looking youngsters to liegin with and shipped 
unusually well. 

Belmont Park seems to agree surprisingly with 
yearlings after a voyage across the Atlantic. The 
yearlings brought over by trainer C. T. Patterson 
lor Messrs. Johnson and Hilliugs have not only l*e- 
la.me smoother, blit geiieraly much tietter looking 
than when they first landed. This is esjieeially 
true of the Marajax and Sunstar colts. Both these 
youngsters were so fashionably bred that much was 
expected of them. Wlien tlie.v first lauded lndli were 
thin and s.» far out of condition that they looked 
like di>ap|M»int incuts, but now they have tilled 
up and rounded out. This is especially true of the 
Sunstar colt, which is now a splendid looking 
yearling, it. T. Wilson’s yearlings have also greatly 
improved after a short slay at Belmont Park. 

I ast summer Mr. Coe Imiiglit from A. J. Joyner 
In England a big chestnut two-year-old called Ne- 
ville II. by J ' ie Chamberlain — -Kate Angelo. The colt 
was a large and attractive individual which had 
startl'd twice in England and had won tlie last 

time out. He was shipped to this country. but was 
injured during the voyage. It was not a serious 

mutter as such mishaps go. but it was sufficient to 

necessitate his being thrown out of training, and 
after his arrival here lie sjicnt the remainder of the 
summer in idleness. Neville II. having fully re- 
covered. is now at Helnnait Park and gives promise 
of making a grand three-year-old. He is a bright 
chestnut with a blaze, stands well over sixteen 

hands high and is stoutly built. The other horses 
in the more matured division of the Shoshone Stable 
are reported by trainer Carroll to be thriving well. 
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ENGLISH RACING FIFTY YEARS AGO. 

No uian. looking out u|k»ii things fifty years ago, 
cornu by any stretch of imagination have prognosti- 
cated that a period would arrive when racing would 
lie practically proscribed in England. lie would 
have regarded it as outside the range of possibility 
that the Derby and Oaks would not be run at 
Epsom, that there would be no Doncaster St. Leger, 
and that Ascot. Goodwood and other historic and 
important m«*etings would go by the board. A 
substituted Derby and Oaks, stripiied of their usual 
environment, and consequently of a deal of their 
interest, he <*ou!d not have dreamed of. nor im- 
agined the running of a sort of second-hand St. 
IvCger under another name ami at another place. 
Of course, he could not have foreseen the outbreak 
of the war in 1914. nor. equally, could he have 
conceived that this country would Ik? afflicted with 
a government that by incompetence and criminal 
neglect largely preeiptated and courted it. These 
reflections arc induced by a contemplation of tlie 
position of the turf, and the interests and prop- 
erties growing out of it. as we find it today; and 
it may lie taken for granteil that no one connected 
with tm**e interests or those properties, directly or 
indirectly, will entertain the appeal of tlie politi- 
cians who have brought it about when they — as 
they doubtless will in due course— impudently ask 
for their suffrages. So far as The Sportsman is 
concerned there is something attractive alsmt 1863, 
because it saw its institution, and as fifty years 
mark a convenient time for a review, and the date 
was by no means an unimportant one as far as rac- 
ing is concerned, a brief reference to the happen- 
ings of that particular season may not be without 
interest. 

With the lapse of the years many s|>ortsmen who 
were at that day prominent and lavish sup(*orters 
of the turf have passed away, and their names are 
almost unknown to the younger generation of those 
who now take an interest in racing matters. Among 
them was Uouut F. de Lagrange, who maintained 
big establishments both in England and France, and 
in 1S63 was the possessor of a great horse in Gladi- 
teur. Bred iu Frauce by his owner, lie was by 
Moiiarquc out of Miss Gladiator, and supplies one 
of those strange instances where a thoroughbred 
of exceptional excellence fails to transmit even a 
fair proimrtion of his merits to his progeny, for he 
was anything but a success on retiriug to the stud. 

In active racing service, nowever, he did many 
memorable things, and was the second horse — West 
Australian was tlie first, in 1833 — to win what it is 
usual to describe as the “triple crown’’ of the Two 
Thousand Guineas, Derby and St. Leger, though the 
list of those who have <pme so is now a tolerably 
long one. As a two-year-old Gladiateur won the 
first of the three races in which he competed — the 
Clearwell Stakes at Newmarket — and as he was 
afterwards beaten in both the ITendorgast and the 
Criterion his record scarcely indicated the great 
races lie was to win the following season, when he 
was only once beaten, and then in attempting to 
win the Cambridgeshire under the crushing burden 
of 138 pounds. As mentioned above, he accounted 
for three of the “classics,” and the Derby was 
booked a certainty for him after a remarkable home 
trial before tlie race, to which reference was re- 
cently made in our columns. The other events lie 
won were the Drawing Room Stakes and Bentinck 
Memorial (a walk-over) at Goodwood, Doncaster 
Stakes, the Newmarket Derby, and two raoi*s in 
Frauce, the Grand Brize of Paris and the Grand 
Prix du Prince Imperial at the Autumn meeting. 
In connection with his victory in tlie St. Leger an 
objection was lodged oil the score of age — with a 
request to have liis mouth examined — lioth before 
and after the race, by the owner of Regalia (which 
finished second), but the stewards refused to enter- 
tain either. In view of the fact that the usual 
certificate had been produced when Gladiateur ran 
for the Derby, the objection was regarded as un- 
handsome. and called forth many comments of a 
by no means complimentary nature. Gladiateur. 
it may lie added, closed bis racing career in 1806 
by winning the Ascot Gol<i Cup by forty lengths 
from Regalia, with Breadalbnue, tlie other runner, 
beaten off. The One Thousand Guineas and Oaks 
of 1863 were won respectively by Siberia and Rega- 
lia, and while the former was unplaced at Epsom it 
will be seen that the son of Monarque had the beat- 
ing of Regalia whenever they came together. 

Undoubtedly the l*est juvenile of 1S63 was Lord 
Lyon, destined, like Gladiateur, to win the Two 
Thousand Guineas. Derby and Doncaster St. Leger. 
and though lie did not ultimately rank with the 
highest order of sires he got a good horse in Mint- 
ing. which will lie rememliered as the winner of. 
among other races, the Grand Prize of Paris and 
of the “Jubilee” at Kempton under 140 pounds as 
a live-year-old. Of his four races Lord Lyon won 
three that were contested and in a match received 
forfeit, and as they represented tlie Champagne 
Stakes at Doncaster (for which lie dead-heated with 
Redan l . the Troy Stakes at Newmarket and tlie 
Criterion, they indicated fair form, which was en- 
dorsed by bis performances in his second season. 
By Stock well out of Paradigm, he upheld the fame 
of that great stallion, whose progeny were at that 
time carrying all liefore them, and another by the 
same sire was Rustic, whose two successes in- 
cluded the Clearwell Stakes. Tlie pair came to 
getlier in the Derby, when Lord Lyon had no diffi- 
culty in assorting his superiority. Rustic was 
third, behind Savernake. which had not run as a 
youngster, and. as he was also by Stockwell, the 
“Hot* ton emiieror,” as he was then called, claimed 
the parentage of the first three in the race, which 
Lord Lyon won by a head. Of the other important 
two-year-old events run for iu 1N05. tlie Woodcote 
Stakes was won by a useful eolt in Raron Roth- 
schild's Janitor, a son of King Tom. which after- 
wards tiKik the Eighth Ascot Biennial (in which 
he beat Rustic) and the Thirteenth Ascot Tri- 
ennial. but failed to show classic form in his 
second season; the New Stakes went to Chibisa, 
which also won other good races for Lord Stam- 
ford. but. like Janitor, did not do much as a 
three-year-old. A sj*eedy youngster was Mr. Merry’s 
Student, by Oxford, which dead-heated with Robin 
Hood for the Troy Stakes at Stockbridge, won the 
Chesterfield Stakes at Newmarket, the Fimlon 
Stakes and Molecomb Stakes at Goodwood, and was 
allowed to walk over for the Heutinck Memorial 
at that meeting, but was nowhere to Lord Lyon 
in the Two Thousand Guineas the following year. 
The Robin liood just mentioned was a smart 
youngster belonging to Lord Portsmouth that took 
five of the niue races in which he ran. including 
the Stockbridge Biennial and July Stakes at New- 
market. and the Biennial at the now extinct Win- 
chester Meeting. 

Flat racing iu 1865 commence! in January, and 
the Lincoln meeting was held the following month. 
Proceedings were thus o|*em*d at a time when 
settled weather is not looked for, and the fixture on 
the Carholme had to lie lnistiioned from the Tues- 
day to the Friday owiug to inclement conditions, 
the “Lincolnshire” being decided oil the Saturday. 
Ante-poet betting iu those days was on a iuueh 
heavier scale than now. the leading handicaps being 
the media of extended speculation a considerable 
time before their decision, and a horse backed for 
a lot of money for the race under notice was Mau- 
rice. which started favorite at 1IM) to 30. He had 
shown some good handicap form the previous year 
and. with the handy iui|Hist of 108 |*ounds for a six- 
year-old. he was confidently expected to win. lie 
finished out of the first four, however, and Gaily, 
a lightly-weighted five-year-old. beat I.e Marechal. 
another of the same age. by a neck. Gailv start«*d 
at 20 to 1. and was one of tlie few mares that have 
won the Lincolnshire Handicap. A g<md staying 
handicap horse that year was John Davis, a four- 
year-old son of Yoltigeiir. that won the Lewes Han- 
dicap (then run over two miles) and the Great York- 
shire Handicap, and in subsequent years gave 
further evidence of bis stamina, and it may Ik* men- 
tioned parenthetically that in 1X09 he was backed 
for a lot of money to win the Cesarewitoh, for 
which, as an aged horse, he was let ill at 90 pounds. 
But he found one to beat him iu the three-year-old 
Ulieri (standing at the bottom of the handicap), 
which was trained for the race by the late Mathew 
Dawson. The (Vsarewiteh of ’63 was also won by a 
horse of that age. and the victory of Salpinctcs was 
that of a i*olt which had never* won a race previ- 
ously— a somewhat uncommon, if not unique, fact 
iu connection with its history. A “ikiI” of money 
was won over the eolt, which was by Trumpeter out 
of May Bell, and the affair was one of the many 
coups in the handicap line effected liv Mr. F. Swin- 
dell. who earned in bis day the sobriquet of the 
“Napoleon of the Turf.” lie only got the verdict 
by a head, however, from Gratitude, which was a 
tank outsider, and would have done the ring a rare 
turn had the head lu*eii tin* other way. She was 
the property of Mr. \V. Robinson, a New Zealaud 
sportsman, who. curiously enough, had only lost 
the race by a head with the same mare the* previ- 
ous year. The Cambridgeshire went to another 
three -year-ohl in Gardevisurc. which carried SO 
pounds and here again the finish was close, a neck 
licing tin* judge’s verdict from Nu, another three- 
year-old with the liottoiii weight. The first three 
in the race were fillies, the third being Sister to The 
Brake, a four-year-old with only SO pounds. 

As showing the estimation in which Gladiateur 
was 'held, it may lie not<*d that he started favorite 
at 13 to 2. depsite his luirden of 138 pounds. The 
Great Metro|Kilitan fell to the four year-old Planet, 
which was well hacked, and tlw* City and Suburban 
to Sir Joseph Hawley’s Argonaut, a horse by Stoek- 
well. which supplemented his Epsoiu victory by 
taking the Princess of Wales’ Stakes (handicap) 
at Newmarket and a weight for age sweepstakes 
at the same meeting. The Chester Cup. then one 
of t 1 m* chief betting races of (lie season, was 
notable for the success of Dalhy, a four-year-old 
by Daniel O’Rourke, which had only ninety-two 
IHiunds to carry, and won a rare stake for his con- 
nect ions. lie accounted for the event the follow- 
ing year also, with 1<I3 pounds in the saddle, and 
upset a hot favorite in Red Cap. which was lacked 
to win as much us or more money tbau the win- 



ner. The pair (belli live-yea r-oblsl met at level 
weights, but th<* victory of Dalb.v was decisive, and 
lie was the first horse to win tlie Chester Cup two 
years in succession. The Northumberland Plate — 
a different race then from a speculative point of 
view from what it is now — went to the three-year- 
old Brown Bread, which by a neck prevented tlie 
Northern idol. Caller Ou, winning for the third time 
in succession, and thus emulating the feat of Under- 
hand, another great favorite iu tlie North, which 
was successful in 1837. 1838 and 1839. Of the 

Ascot handicaps, the Royal Hunt Cup was won by 
Gratitnde, referred to above, and the “Stakes” by 
Tomato, a filly, the property of Baron Rothschild, 
to which had been previously credited a handicap 
plate across the flat at Newmarket. To a well- 
backed candidate in Suspicion fell the Goodwood 
Stakes, which readily disposed of Scamander, which 
bad In the spring won the Northampton Stakes 
(then dubbed the “Great” I. Tlie Stewards’ Cup, 
always associated with big fields, was won by a 
“good thing” in Out and Outer, from thirty-five 
others, and the colt came from the famous Wood- 
yates staide. presided over by the late William 
Day. invariably to he feared when the money was 
down. It was on this occasion, and equally well 
backed was Paris, a four-year-old that had been 
good enough to run second for the Two Thousand 
Guineas tlie previous season, and was afterwards 
well supported for the Derby. Of other leading 
handicaps the Great Elior was won by Verdant, but 
the runners were of no great account, and compare 
badly with those that have competed for it in other 
years. 

One of tlie best horses running in 1863 was Ely, 
then a fonr-year-old. by Kingston out of The Bloom- 
er. tlie property of Mr. W. S. Cartwright, an owner 
whose colors were popular in those days, and were 
carried by many tlioroughbreds of high class, of 
which the son of Kingston was undoubtedly one. 
He had not been equal to achieving classic dis- 
tinction. but then he was contemporaneous with 
such as Blair Athol. Scottish Chief. General Peel, 
Cambuscan and others, which had represented some- 
thing like a “vintage” year in 1864. The “beauti- 
ful Ely,” as he was dubbed by a racing writer of 
that iieriod, was the Cup champion iu ’63, when he 
was only beaten once in nine races, going down to 
Cambuscan in the Newmarket* Biennial for four-year- 
olds on making his first aiq*eai*anoe for the season. 
Thenceforward he had things all his own way, ac- 
counting, among other races, for the Beaufort Cup 
at Bath (when he turned the tables on Cambusean 
over two miles and a half). Gold enp at Ascot 
(after a dead heat with General Peel), Goodwood 
Cup, Brighton #Cup, and the York Cup. being al- 
lowed to walk over for the last named. The de- 
cider for the Ascot Cup he won by a dozen lengths; 
his other races were won with equal facility and, 
being all over a distance of ground, he showed him- 
self a stayer of the first water. 

Though not such an eventful year as many that 
preceded and followed it, 1863 was a fairly memor- 
able one, and there are many folks connected with 
racing now who may recall some stirring memories 
when reading the above brief sketch referring to 
the sport of fifty years ago. — London Sportsman. 



SHOULD MARES BE RETIRED EARLY? 

Unless some reassurance as to further racing can 
l*e given there is likely to be a tremendous cata- 
logue at the next December sales. Col. Hall 
Walker’s stud alone will add a large number of 
lots, and as lighting the ring is not to be per- 
mitted the available time for selling in each day 
will be limited indeed, so that it may well happen 
that more than a week will be required before the 
business is got through. Already there is much 
talk and correspondence about seizing the oppor- 
tunity to buy numbers of choice mares for the 
American studs, that were so badly depleted by 
their non-racing years, and I have been asked again 
and again whether it is not a mistake to go in 
for mares that have had several seasons* training. 
On this )>oiiit the late Lord Falmouth is generally 
mentioned as an authority who would not keep his 
fillies in training after their second season on the 
turf. He certainly did retire a good many at the 
end of their three-year-old careers, but that was 
probably because they did not seem likely to train 
on and do well as four-year-olds, but he did. as 
a matter of fact, keep some of liis best iu training 
at that age — Jannette, for instance, which assisted 
Silvio and Charibert to try the three-year-old 
Wheel of Fortune, when she herself was four year. 
Moreover. Lord Falmouth wrote me the following 
letter, dated February 1. 1884, in which he dis- 
tinctly stated his own views: 

“Dear Sir: I don’t think any hard-and-fast rule 

can be laid down as to the best age at which a 
mare should commence breeding. Some practical 
men say the constitution of the stock of a mare 
of mature age is stronger than that of a young 
one. Whether it was true or not I cannot tell, 
but it used to Ik* said that Mr. Orde left an inunc- 
tion in his will that Beeswing was not to be bred 
from till she was ten-years-old. Anyhow, I saw 
her ridden in Rotten Row in the interval between 
coming out of training and that age, and 1 think 
she produced niue foals in nine successive years. 

“Lilian was not overworked and was sound as a 
l*ell when I took her out of training. She went 
to tlie stud in tlie prime of life, nine years old. No 
one can tell whether Lillibullcro (her son) is goiKl 
or had, for, being a large, heavy colt, he has never 
been fit enough to show liis form. 1 remain, yours 
faithfully. Falmouth.” 

I quote the above letter simply to show that the 
commonly accepted idea as to Lord Falmouth’s opin- 
ion on the subject is by no means correct. As a 
matter of fact Lillibulcro, which he mentions. 



turned out badly, and. but for producing Savile. 
Lilian would have Ikm*u accounted a failure as a 
matron; but B«*eswing. as wo all know, was tlie 
dam of Newmiiister, and Alice Hawthorn, another 
old campaigner, prod need Thormanby. 

There is probably little or nothing in this idea of 
retiring mares early, so long only as they ar** not in 
stables where they are badly done and trained to 
mere skins. In such cases it needs a rear or two 
to get the sap and vitality back into them, but 
eoming out of a good stable sueli a mare as Happy 
Fanny, for instance, now five years old, would start 
Tight off next season and develop info a grand brood- 
mare. 

Among other breeds of horses it is quite certain 
that mares are non** the worse for having been 
worked hard for a nnmlier of years. I have two. 
one an old hunting man-, which was in later life 
driven to the brougham, and the other a ponv 
which must have been 17 years old when : jsnvir 
up driving her and tinik to a motor. 1 kept tin ui 
both and bred from them. Tlie |n»ny has produced 
six f oa Is, missing only one year, and the big mare 
has also had six. Moreover, the stock has in both 
cases Ik*cii uniformly giKKl. the big mare producing 
weight-carrying limiters of high class to Baliol. 
Kowloon ( two i. Cornstalk (two), then a splendid 
Great Scot colt, which died, and now she has a 
yearling by Great Scot. The pony’s first was a 
beautiful chestnut by Mountain Ash. and is now 
the property of Lady Conyngham. The second a 
gray by an Arab, was taken by the Remount peo- 
ple, and the remainder, fonr, three, two and <*ne 
years old respectively, are by polo ponies, and the 
two old mares are now apparently in foal all ri*dit 
to Heath Lad. This does not look as though j-eani 
of strenuous work had done them any harm for 
breeding purposes. 

It is to be noted that Lord Falmonth did in 
fact run his most famous mare. Queen B«*rthu for 
the Goodwood Cup when she was a four vear-old. 
He also ran Silverhair as a four-year-old. ‘and she 
was the Jam of his Derby and Leger winner Sil- 
vio. as also of Silver Ring. Silvester. Garterlv Roll 
AjkiIIo. Tregeagle and otlmr winners. Gertrud** the 
dam of Charibert. Childerie. King Clovis ♦.»«•* he 
ran ten times as a four-year old. With* Jannette 
as a four-year-old he won the Jockey Club Cup and 
she ran iu six other races at that age. He ran 
Wheatear as a four-year-old against Rosicruei.an 
and Musket for the Alexandra Plate at Ascot and 
her first and l*est foal was Skylark, foaled wh.*n 
his dam was six years old. Lady Golightly ran 
eight times as a four-year-old. and it may thus lie 
seen that there is really no foundation in fact for 
the prevalent myth that Lord Falmouth made a 
practice of retiriug his fillies early with a view to 
their making better broodmares. 

One thing may he taken for granted — at least 
I think so — and it is that training to a reasonable 
extent tends to the improvement of the breed and 
mares which have been trained have a better chance 
to produce good stock than those which through 
lack of training have never attained to their full 
development.
